But what is there about being a principal that 
a retired army officer is incapable of understan- 
ding?

Among toe many questloosof “Con- 
tragate” b whether Casey was the man who 
kept the secrets, or the man from whom toe 
secrets were kept. 

After Casey's'deporture It will be harder 
than ever to find the right mao — with toe 


necessary technical grasp, administrative 
know-how and political sensitivity. Blit it 
will be absolutely impossible to findsuch a 
director who will also meet Dulles’ stan- 
dards for wisdom and wizardry. 

Gen. Waller Bedell Smith, President 
Truman’s director during the Korean War, 
complained that, with all his other pro- 
blems, the American people expected him to 
be "on b communing level'with God and Joe " 
_Stalln. ” With a ll t hedemands en toe CIA to- 
day, lolty and judicious wtsaoiHIthbiirthe " 
world ts too much to expect of any director; 
even experienced civilians like Dulles and 
Casey fall prey to the official delusion that 
troubles all secret bureaucracies, or, at 
best, find themselves caught up in the 
stresses of day-to-day crises. 

The solution? There ought to be a man of 
wisdom who can look out on toe world, and 
down on the mundane, often sleazy workings • 
of toe Intelligence community — a wise man 
who can be placed on that height by toe 
- stroke of a presidential pen. 

Now Is the time to consider appointing a 
director general ol intelligence service, a 
pretentious title reserved for someoneof 
unquestioned Integrity and experience, so- 
meone of the calit^r of a U.S. SupremeCourt 
justice. The director general should have a 
long tenure, command broad bipartisan 
political respect, and be free of all ad-, 
mlnistrallve responsibility. Such men are to 
be found, though they will hardly be lur^ in- 
to public service If they face grueling con- 
gr^lonal inquisition into every cofnerol 
their private affairs. 

■ Consider the irony that we more readily 

find respected special prosecutors to probe 
toe doings of men in high position than 
equally respected men to HU those poslUons. 
If we must be cynically convinced that no 
man who seeks offlceu pure enough to bold 
office, (ben let us search for our director 
general among toe philosophers, rather than 
toe movers and shakers. It will, or course, be 
bard to find exactly toe right man. But for 
toe sake of keeping toe peac^ this violent 
world, let the search begin.

A little beyond the halfway point lutbe 
decade, the <;fOoon]y of the American West 
U at a crossroads. 

Buffeted by structural economic and 
demographic changes, the western states 
are facto simultaneously with the 
challenges of creating new Jobs and sources, 
of income and financing a social, economic 
and governmental Infrastructure capable of 
promoting long-term economic develop- 
ment 

Compared with the national averages, vir- 
tually every Western state'seconomy la 
^ove^resenlhd In a^culture, forestry and 
. mtneral extraction, and slgnlficanlly unde^ .

Wyomlng'spopulatlon ac- 
tually declined by 0.8 percent between 1364 
andl38S. 

More disturbing is the evidence of slower- 
growing ocdedlolDg relatlveper-capita in- 
come In the western slates: Many e^blt 


marked rdatlve dediztes against the na- 
tional average. In sharp contrast to the pat- 
terns of the 1370s and early '80s, when rapid 
Income growth was (be norm. 

This raises a erttkal question tor the 
rtgion’spolicy-maken: In the absence of ex- 
lernaUystimulatedecaoomlcgro«tb,what , 
kinds of policy ^‘toiHs*' eao or sioald be oed '' 
to encourage kng-tera ecoQomle develop- 
ment?

- Nurturing economic growth in tbe fntnre 
wUl require strategies that are focQS^ In- 
ternally, not extemaQy. In particnlar. em- 
phasis should be placed on Suslness reten- 
tion. Job creatloa throo^ tbe expasskm of 
existing companies and tbe encouragement 
of new busing fonnalloo. 

A realistic program for bosioess retention 
and ezpanskm should also be based on a 
-careful analyslsof each community's com- 
parative advantages and disadvantages, 

- because economic attributes vary widely 
across tbe western region. 


In pursuing new business opportunities, 
tbe Western stites must beware tbe false 
promise of high technology. Though high 
tech Isoften touted as the road to economic 
salvation, recent developments would seem 
to belie that notion.

~Is the Sakharovs’ release from 
Gorki merely Moscow's move to stir 
Western wishful thinking, or does It 
betoken systemic change? There are 
millions of reasons (the prisoners in 
the Gulag) and 400,000 others (Jew- 
ish refuseniks denied the right to 
emigrate— a right “guaranteed" by 
the Helsinki “accords") for regar- 
ding Moscow’s recent move as mere- 
lytacUcal. 

What is going on is a form of com- 
merce, in which the commodity Is 
dissidents and otheruhfortunates. 

Karl Marx, call your office: It is 
lime to update your labor theory of 
value. 

Marx defined a commodity as any 
saleable thing embodying labor. 

Soviet dissidents and others can be - - • 
sold. In this sense : They can be sold 
- bartered, really — In exchange for 
the valuable pclitlcal coin of altered 
worldopinion. 

Marx held that the value of a 
commodity Is the value of the labor 
embodied In It. Any value not paid to 
labor Is surplus value which, when 
pocketed by capitalists, Is exploita- 
tion. Could It be that Moscow, the 
Vatican City of social ethics. Is guil- 
ty of exploitation? Could be. 

The analytic puzzle Is; Whose, and 
what sort of, labor produces the 
value that the Soviet regime Is reap- 
ing from Its commerce In living 
b^les? 

The value of a Soviet dissident In 
the political market is primarily a 
function of his or her labor In the 
form of years of courage In becoming 
conspicuous as a dissident. 

. IttakesyearsforaShcharansky 
or Sakharov or Orlov to acquire 
significant value, meaning sufficient 
hold on the West's imagination. Only 
then can a Gorbachev cash in the 
commodity. 

There are mishaps. Sakharov’s 
friend, Anatoly Marchenko, recently 
died in prison — murdered, within 
(he reasonable meaning of that 
word. But In any form of agriculture, 

—noun oUny crop mokes It to 

market. 

If nurtured patiently (the Soviet 
Union has the patience of a chess- 
playing naUon M he. v al ue of t he — -I 
commodity Isenormous. When a ' 
dissident is bartered, the West pays 
by having illusions about Soviet 
liberalization. These Illusions lead to 
detente, which has a huge cash value 
in the form of credits and other sub- 
sidies, diminished Western defense

efforts, and increased opportunities 
(or the only impressive Soviet en- 
trepreneurship; industrial es- 
pionage. 

Gorbachev Is cashing in a whole 
crop of dissidents — the Sakharovs, 
Orlov (as part of the Daniioff tran- 
saction), Shcharansky and the poet 
Irina Ralushinskava, who was 
recently sent from prison to Britain. 
Agriculture Is not a Soviet strength, 
but barterabic bodies are a 
renewable resource. 

Iran understands this: Release 
three, seize three more. The Soviet 
regime has 2S0 million hostages, 
some hundreds of whom have the 
courage to be dissidents and the 


slaying power, physical and 
spiritual, to bereme valuable com- 
modities. They are harvested after 
husbandry in the garden of tbe 
Gulag. 

Another a^>ect of tbe Soviet 
commerce In live bodies is that (bey 
can be given os party favors from 
the Communist Party to Western 
polUicaos and other dignitaries. 
Syria may have taught tbe Soviet 
Union this nuance. Jesse Jackson 
launched his presidential campaign 
In Damascus, where he received bis 
first large contribution —a cap- 
tured American flier. Other nations 
now adopt similar courtesies, as' 
Nicaragua did in donating Hasenfus 
to Sen . Chris Dodd, D-Coon. Tbe 
Soviet Union gives Armand Hammer 
someone needing medical treatment 
in the West. Sen. Gary Hart, DOalo., 
gets a cancer patient. 

Politicians who are passive In- 
struments of this commerce are 
blameless and we should rejoice for 


the captives rdeasedL But (be Fed- 
eral EiectloD Commlssioii, moleep- 
log protector of the purity of our pol- 
ity might need toestimafe (be 
cash value of sucb commodities as 
campaign conlributlons.

New program puts mortgages within reach

• TWIN FALLS - Richard and Shawna 
Ulrich viewed close to 65 dwellings and 
walked through about 10 houses while 
shopping for their first home. 

They kept coming back to the'; 
powder-blue frame at 548 Fillmore, 
sometimes eyeing It from a parking lot 
across the street during lunch hours. 

Today, the young couple and their 
daughter Alyssa have closed the deal on 
the $34,000 house, moved In, and become 
a small part of the history of Idaho 

• Housing Agency. ' 

The Ulrich family can afford their 
house payments comfortably because of 
a new program opened by the agency 
earlier this month. They are the first 
homebuyers In the state approved to fi- 
nance their home with a Mortgage 
Credit Certificate. 

"We could have afforded them (pay- 
ments) before, but It would have been 
lighter," Richard. 21, says. 

The Mortgage Credit Certificate is 
designed to make buying more affor- 
dable for lower- and middle-income fam- 
ilies. "We have $50 million of authority 
for this program." says Toney Williams, 
IHA administrator for underwriting and 


loan administration. "That should fund 
about 1,000 loans." 

IHA currently has 16 mortgage credit 
certificate loans in' process, for a total 
• of $700,^ In lending authority. 

' .But; ^though thejjgiai^ is raaoaglbg 
the program, It doesaTprovide money 
by issuing mortgage revenue bonds, as 
it has with previous programs. 

The IHA issues a certificate entitling 
the homeowners to a substantial break 
on federal Income taxes. They receive a 
tax credit amounting to 20 percent of 
the Interest due on the home loan. The 
remalalng Interest is deductible, as 
.with all borne loans. 

Effectively, the famllles-have more 
disposable Income and can qualify to 
maxe higher payments, Williams says. 

The Uirichs will save $56 a month 
because of their mortgage certificate, 
and their employer pumps it back Into 
the mortgagb payment. Both Richard 
and Shawna work for Transwcslcm 
Mortgage Corp, of Twin Falls, one of 
the 21 lenders participating in the pro- 
gram. 

In Idaho alfordabilily is critical, says 
Lamont Jones, chairman of the IHA 
Board of Commissioners. 

The state’s mcdiairyamlly Income Is 
expected to rise to $22,800 In calendar- 
year 1986. "This means the mortgage 


payments required by the purchase of a 
$60,000 home at 9%4-percenl interest are 
still beyond the reach of about halt of 
Idaho's 325,000 families," he says. The 
30-ycar, fixed rate mortgage would re- 
quire payments of $469.72 monthly. 

The tax credit can pull a more-expen- 
sive home within reach of a purchaser, 
as well as make payments easier, 
Williams says. 

After a 5-pcrccnt downpayment, a 
purchaser of the same-price home could 
save $1,108.57 yearly because of the 
mortgage credit, Williams calculates. 

"That borrower basically could af- 
ford-$lO,000 more on-the mortgage" 
from a private lending agency, which 
would apply. the entire credit to the 
payment. For loans made through thc^ 
Federal Housing Administration or 
Veteran's . Administration, which 
operate differently, it could qualify the 
buyer for a house costing $3,000 more, 
he says. Effects may vary somewhat 
because of differing tax circumstances, 
Williams says. 

The mortgage crcdit“certlficate pro- 
gram also will benefit the state of Idaho 
by generating $1 million more in annual 
personal income and raising sales and, 
property tax revenues, Gov. John ' 
Evans said in a statement. 

Williams said the IHA is expecting 


substantial activity. "We think the 
pilot program is probably going to run 
through about mid-year, but we are 
prepared to do a second program Jiisl as 
soon as this one is gone." he says. 

It will not replace traditional pro- 
grams offered through mortgage reve- 
nue bonds, he says.' 

The mortgage credit certificate pro- 
gram is aimed at first-time home 
buyers of low and middle incomes. Sev- 
eral restrictions apply to the buyers 
andthehomes: 

• Buyers must be Idaho residents and 

cannot have owned a home in the last 3 
years. 

• Buyers must have annual gross in- 
comes of no more than $26,000 generally 
and $29,000 in certain "targeted” coun- 
ties. Those counties, targeted because 
of economic and housing conditions, in- 
clude Cassia, Gooding, Jerome and Lin- 
coln In the Magic Valley. 

• Market value of the home cannot 
exceed $60,000 for existing properties 
and $68,500 for newly built dwellings. 
Mobile homes are eligible.

County urged 
to get help 
on jail bond

TWIN FALLS — The lawyer who successfully sued ' 
Twin Falls County over the aged lall says he's pleased 
with the progress made to improve Ute Jail. ^ 

But, adds Greg Fuller, the County Board of Commis- 
sioners will need-some professional help to pass a bond 
to finance a new jail. 

Fuller, a county resident with a law office In Jerome, 
filed the lawsuit in 5th District Court in October, 1985 on 
behalf of two former Jail Inmates. The litigation claimed 
there were "constitutional” problems at the Jail, 
located on the fourth floor of the Courthouse. 

On Feb. 11, 1986 the commissioners agreed to make 
several improvements to the Jail; place a 30-lnmate cap 
on the population and place l^fore the public, "as soon 
asposslble.l'atxindtonnanceanewjall. , 

Fuller says he's been kept appraised of the county's 
progress on the terms of the agreeiqpnt through mon- 
thly reports. Judge Daniel Hurlbutt approves the 
re^rls. 

"They (the commissioners dnd Sheriff Jim Munn) 
have done some marvelous work. It (the Jail) is not so 
overcrowded and has more staff,” Fuller says. 

The improvements should be completed by the end of 
next month. Many of Uiem.were related to fire safety, 
such as installation of a new fire exit, fire alarm and ' 

smoke detectors. : — 

.. "We’ve made some compromises," such as allowing 
the county to skip Installation of electronic-sliding doors 

— os stated in the agreement — because of the cost, 
Fuller says. Instead, the county will be changing the sw- 
ing of the Jail doors and the locks. 

Fuller says his main concern is the passage of a bond 
to finance a new Jail. And, it’s going to be tough because 
of the economy and the nature of the project. 

The commissioners announced recently the hiring a 
Boise architectural firm to prepare a preliminary 
design and work with the community to determine what 
the people and county needs in a new Jail. 

Fuller says it's going to take more — it's going to take 
the hiring of professional public-relations people to sell 
the bond issue. 

"I think the money wlll^be well spent. The county 
commissioners should pull out all the stops. Let's face 
it, we're selling a Jail,’* Fuller says. "1 want that thing 
to pass. . . And, I have my doubts unless they get a lot of 
professional pdvice.” 

If the bond doesn't pass, he and the .lawyer repre- 
senting the county, Lloyd Webb, will be back In court 
seeking guidance from the court, Fuller says. 

“There Is no question the>e will be a new Jail. The only 
question is how. Do we start liquidating county assets?" 

The commissioners have not yet set a date tor a bond 
election. 

Fuller says he wasn’t disturbed by the county diver- 
ting the electoral attention to an advisory vole earlier 
this month over transtor.ot.Maglc .Valley Regional Med- 
• ical Center. 

"It was an Important issue," he says. "I-thInk they 
(the commissioners) are doing what they can with the 
Jail. They haven't dropped the ball.” 

The impacts of the lawsuit — mostly financial - have 
not made Fuller popular with the county commis- 
sioners. 

"I know, Tm the dirty guy.’ But 1 don't care.’ . .I'm 
not after the county commissioners," he says. He wants 
a new Jail for his clients and 'the other people who may 
find themselves there. 

Among the legal fall-out Is an average of $12,000 to 
-$16,000 -spcnt'monthlyio transport and board inmates 
out of the county to comply with the cap. Last month, 
the bills hit a record of $21,000. 

A big chunk of the expenses went to legal fees. The 
court ordered the county to pay Fuller about $7,000 for i 
the case. 

Webb, meanwhile, has billed the county — according 
to county records — for about the same amount for 
handling the case. 

While the commissloncrs'disagrec, Fuller claims the 
lawsuit has helped. “ 

The Jail Is safer, he says. But the present facility can 
never be totally safe because of its location, according 
to experts colled in the lawsuit, he says. For example, if 
there is a major fire, there is a potential for lawsuits 
which could "wipe out a county.' 

- Because of the potential, the county can't afford to 
hold several bond issues until one is successful, he says. 

"We are going'to get a Jail one way or another."

Ironically, fewer people signed the 
petition in favor of keeping the hospital than 
the L787 who voted 16 form the district. 

The district Is expected to raise $150,000 
per year t o support the_facll lty. wh ich of- 
ficlals say has been able to "break even" the 
past 2 months on operating expen^ but still 
faces an uncertain future. 

None of the petitions are binding on the 
County Board, and state law docs not pro- 
vide for a Vote to dissolve the hospital tax- 
ing district.

The material is so expensive,. he 
said, that it is unlikely someone would Just discard 
it, but it appeared to nave been placed there inten- 
tlooally rather than having fallen from a vehicle.

Judge intends to run for governor 


HELENA (AP) - Supreme Court 
Justice Frank Morrison Jr. Intends 
to resign from the court next year 
and run os a Democratic candidate 
for governor in 1988, he has told 
potential supporters. 

Morrison has been openly courting 
would-be supporters . and informing 
them of his plans, according to four 
political sources contacted by him 
' and members of his family. 

Sources, who asked not to be Iden- 
tified. told the Great Falls Tribune 
that Morrison informed Democratic 
Party activists and some attorneys 
that he will definitely nih. He said 
he would rp^ipn from the court In 
September to campaign for the of- 
fice. 

Democratic Gov. Ted Schwinden 
has not said whether he will run for a 
Ihlrd term In 1988. Morrison said he 
will campaign for the office 
regardless of Schwinden’s plans. 

Morrison has been criticizing 
Schwinden for failing to provide 
creative and courageous political 
leadership as Montana struggles 
economically. 

He is appealing for support from 
trial lawyers as well as the libera! or 
progressive wing of the Democratic 
Party, including education groups, 
labor unions, environmentalists and 
women's groups, sources said. 

Morrison would not confirm he is 
running for governor when contacted 
by the Tribune. 

"I have made a firm decision 
about my political plans," he said. 
"I am not prepared to announce 
those plans at this lime." 

He said that serving on the Mon- 
tana Supreme Court requires ail his 
energy and attention. 

“If I have decided to run for a par^ 
llsan pollllcal office, the campaign 
for that-officc would require my 
resigning from the Supreme Court,” 
hesaid. 

Morrison was elected to an eight- 





year term on Ihe court in 1980 and 
already announced he would not seek 
re-election in 1388. 

“Although I have already served 
six years, 1 feel a strong commit- 
ment to serve as much of my term 
as possible," he said. "To me, that 
Involves giving my time and atten- 
tion to the primary responsibility of 
being a Supreme Court Justice.’! 

-If he runs for governor, Morrison 
will be required to step down from 
the court. The state Constitution 
requires Supreme Court and district 
court Judges to resign when filing for 
an elective political office other than 
ajudiclalpost. 

Attorney General Mike Greely, 
.mentioned as a possible candidate, 
has remained silent about his 
-political plans. Schwinden's running 
mate, Lt. Gov. George Turman, has 
said he likely will run for governor if 
Schwinden doesn’t. 

In the Republican arciia; 
Secretary of Slate Jim Waitermire 
is widely seen as a po'sslble can- 
didate for governor. Also being men- 
tioned are retiring Senate 
Republican Leader Stan Stephens of 
Havre and House Spcakcr-cIcct Bob 
Marks of Clancy. 

In a Montana Foil in July regar- 
ding possible candidates for gov- 
ernor in 1988. Morrison was favored 
by 15 percent and regarded un- 
favorably by S percent of the 404

Montanans interviewed. Of those 
polled. 67 percent said they weren’t 
familiar with him and 13 percent 
were neutral. 

• The same poll, sponsored by the 
Tribune and the University of .Mon- 
tana Bureau of Business and 
Economic Research, showed Mor- 
rison ranking a distant fourth among 
possible Democratic contenders for 
governor. 

Schwinden topped the list as the 
first choice among Democratic can- 
didates with 3G percent, followed by 
Greely with 13 percent, Turman with 
5 percent and Morrison with 3 per- 
cent. Outgoing House Speaker John Z 
Vincent. D-Bozeman, had 2 percent, • 
while the remaining 20 percent of 
those polled said they had no prefer-, 
ence.

*'Pe( 9 le were screaming with fear 
and pain," a witness said. "Vaca-

rushed to eitract them from the 
(cable car) cabin where they were 
stuck in the middle of skis and ski 
poles.” 

All those injured were in the two 
ears, and most of the Injuries were 
fractures, officials said. Sbr~ 
helicopters and a fleet of am- 
bulances took victims to hospitals in ■ 
Marseille, Grenoble, Slsteron, Gap, 
Embnin and Brlancon afler 
emergency treatment at the restau- 
rant 

"We pushed the tables and chairs 
aside to lay the people on the floor 
while about 20. doctors from the 
resort and neighboring villages gave 
first aid,” said aootber - witness. 
Botb witnesses demanded anooyml- . 
ty. 

Les Orres,-opened 14 years ago, is 
near Lake Serre-Poncon, 28 miles 
from Gap and 435 miles southeast of 
Paris. 

Hlchel Eymard, director of the ski 
school at Les Ones, said the whole 
top of the pylon broke off and crash- 
ed to the ground, carrying the two 
' cable cars with it. The cause of the 
failure was not immediately known. 

Luclen Kalfon, prefect (governor) 
of the Hautes-Alpes Department' 
went to the site at once, as did an 
assistant state prosecutor.

Sakharov has re-emerged afler 
seven years of forced exile as an un* 
broken critic of the Kremlin, but 
this time Soviet authorities seem 
ready to tolerate his outspokenness. 

Sakharov, 65, and his wife Elena 
Bonner, 63, arc picking up tbe 
threads of their life In a two-room 
apartment about miles from the 
Kremlin la east Moscow to which 
they were allowed to return last 
week. 

The decree that banished 
Sakharov to the closed city of Gorky 
lo.January.l980 was lifted and Bon- 
ner’s 1984 conviction for aoU-Sovlet 
slander was set side at the decision 
of Mikhail St Gorbachev. The Soviet 
leader personally gave Sakharov tbe 
news In a telephone call to Gorky.

U also grew 6 rnOlkm stems for cut 
flowers on 306 acres at Its Sun Valley 
Bulb Farms In Areata, Calif. 

Oregon Bulb leases six farms, uses 
about 400 acres and is buDding a 94.$ 
mOlion controQed<llmate structure 
that -irill include bulb processing, 
storage, cooling, sorting grading, 
shipping- and office facilities at 
Anrora,Ore. 

“We perform every function, from 
new products, propagating for com- 
mercial and our own use,” said 
George R. Heublein, Helrldge’s 45- 
year old president. “We are tbe 
largest forcers of lilies in tbe U.S.. 
and are very involved in tbe flower 
bosiness, from raising new products, 
propagating, to sellbg-. and- mall 
or^ bouses that sell to consumers. 

“With our new facility we wUl 
have tbe capability to produce 
. manifold more bulbs, also d^odils. 
Iris and tulips as wcdl as lilies. We 
are tbe «ily American company that 
him mbsi <i| a r 1 r< in tbe Neiberlands. 
Our operations should benefit tbe 
ermsumer by bringing lower prices, 
better quality and belter distrlbu- 
Umi of flowers.”

Lilies have a blooming period of 
about three weeks; .flowers last 
about two weeks. Plants range U> 
height from 1 to 7 feet Growth 
relators are used on some. 

Tbe most popular among 70 IQIes 
developed ' at Oregon Bulb is En- 
cbanlment, (1948), with 12 to 20 
brilliant orange 5-6 Inch blooms with 
dark spots. It is M feet tall (without 
growth regulator). Forcing time is 
72-82 days. Other favorites biclude 
orange Sunkist and Red Carpet. 

At the tissue culture facility, 
Mary O’Connor says 30-40 lily 
varieties are handled each year. She 
also works on iris, amaryllis and 
calla lilies. 

Under . traditional methods, she 
explaii^. you can get 1 to 25 scales 
from a bulb for propagation; with 
tissue culture up to 20,000. After 
cloning, the bulblets rcmabi buloors 
for a year, then outdoors for two 
years. Bulbs, she said, need cold 
treatment “and are always grow- 
big.”.,Slx to eight years are needed 
to develop a new variety commer- 
cially. 

There were about 900,000 tiny 
rooting plants in the 60-by-40-foot 
growth room. 

“We are working to increase the 
strength, vigor and virus resistance 
of the plan^" O’Connor said. “We 
also are breeding In delicate 
fragrance, bicrcaslnQ^ the color 
range, developing sturdier stems 
and earlier flowering, larger flowers 
and more buds per stem.”

However, too 
much light is seldom a problem now 
because light intensity Is so low. The . 
main problem is usually those plants 
on the norih side of the house not 
receiving enough light. 

If you have problems growing 
plants in some of the darker parts of

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your house, there are two possible 
solutions. You may want to consider 
supplementing with artificial light, 
or switch to plants which tolerate 
very'tow light levels. 

Some very attractive wall and 
corner lifted display shelves for 
plants can be constructed using 
fluorescent light fixtures. 
Sometimes a ceiling spotlight can be 
very effective In lifting a dark cor- 
ner. Even an ordinary table lamp - 


can be placed next to or over a plant 
and left on several boors a day. If 
you are building or purchasing 
special lights for plants, remember 
that warm while fluorescent bulbs 
have excellent quality light for plant 
growth. They are as good as most 
so-called grow lights. Lights can be 

left on as much as20 boms a day if 

necessary. 

There are a half dozen plants 
which are very tolerant of low Ugbt 
situations. TTiree of them grow to be 
quite large in size. The other three 
riay sm^ to medium in size.

HONOLULU (AP) - It took 
Arizona 65 years, but the Wildcats 
finally won a bowl game, beating 
North Carolina 30-21 Saturday, in the 
; Aloha Bowl. 

“It’s our first bowl victory ever 
for the University of Arizona," em- 
phasized Larry Smith, coach of the 
16th-ranked Wildcats. 

‘it's great to finish on a winning 
note, that’s what counts," ’ added 
Smith, whose team was beaten 29-24 
by Stanford In the flnai regular- 
season game. 

The Wlidcals, who were 0-4-1 in 
bowl games stretching back to' 1921, 
built a 30-O lead over North Carolina 
in the third quqrter, but the Tar 
Heels rallied for three quick 
touchdowns. 



"At the half, ve had controlled the 
game,” Smith said. “Then the'guys 
must have started thinking about 
bikinis.” . 

Dick Crum, who had lost Just one 
of five previous bowl games as the 
Tar Heels coach, said, "We self- 
destructed In the first half. 

“We got better, but we were so far 


behind, it was hard to play catch up. 
Arizona did a good job and hit well. 

“They' (his players) didn't quit; 
I'm just disappointed for them 
because they had a good chance to 
win in the second half." Crum said. 

.Alfred Jenkins threw for 187 yards 
and a touchdown, and 5-foot-7 
tailback David Adams rushed for 83 
yards, including. a 1-yard touchdown 
run, and had three receptions for 77 
yards to lead the Arizona offense. 

North Carolina, stunned by five 
lost fumbles and shut out for most of 
the first three quarters, roared back 
from the 36-0 deficit with a brisk 
three-touchdown outbreak, that 
began late in the third period. 

Reserve tailback Torln Dorn 
started the North Carolina com- 


eback when.he.scored.on.a ^-yfird, 
run with' 2:14 left in the third 
quarter. Dorn, who totaled four 
yards rushing in the first half, ran 
for97inthcsecond. 

A 6-yard pass- from Mark Maye to 
Randy Marriott, capping a 78-yard 
march on their next possession, cut 
the deficit to 30-14 with 13:07 left to 
ploy. — 

Just four minutes later. Maye ran 
one yard for another touchdown 
after Norris Davis blocked an 
Acirona punt to give the Tar Heels 
theball at the Wildcats’ 18-yard line. 

But Arizona's defense was able to 
bold the Tar Heels In check for the 
final nine minutes of the gome to 
preserve the victory. ■

Rose Stuart 

The more she practices, 
the more gifted she becomes

RUPERT — When you work at 
something, people say your success 
has been earned. When success 
comes naturally, they say It’s a 
gift. 

It can be said that Rose Stuart, 
star point guard for the Mblco 
girls basketball team, has earned 
her gift.

But her success also Is a gift of 
natural talent. Stuart didn’t begin 
playing on any organized team un- 
til the eighth grade. One year 
later, she was suiting up for the 
Spartans’ varsity. crew. 

"1 was so intimidated,” the 
youngest of six children says of 
starting as a freshman. “It was 
hard because she (former coach 
Carol Bradshaw) always made me 
play against quick guards.” 

It didn’t take long for her to ad- 
just, though. Stuart says she. felt 
comfoYtable on the court about 
- halfway throu^ • her-flrsl varsity,' 
season, and the following year she 
earned second team all-confcrcnce 
honors. She was an honorable men- 
tion pick as a junior. ' 

And a quick look at her perfor- 
mance this season Indicates that 
Stuart ' is headed for another 
notable year. 

in addition to the 33-polnt bar- 
rage she showered Highland with, 
the 5-fool, 7-Inch gunner finished 
with 23 points in Mlnico’s 50-46 vic- 
tory over Rigby last week. Twelve 
of those 23 came in the final 
, quarter. 

"There's no doubt about it," says 


Burley Coach Gordon Kerbs, J‘her 
outside shooting Is deadly ... I 
don’t think you can shut her down; 
you Just have to contain her.” 
Kerbs’ Bobcats will face Minico for 
the first time Jan. 17. 

Twin Falls Coach Paul Stover 
says, “When she started as a 
freshman, she was basically just a 
shooter. Sbe didn't have to handle 
the ball much. Since that time, she 
has evolved Into a complete 
player.” 

The evolution of her touch at the 
freethrow line is particularly im- 
pressive. "Rose Is as good' a 
freethrow shooter for a girl as I’ve 
ever -seen," Stover says, “If you 
send her to the line, you might as 
well put It on the scoreboard."

A second action by a former borrower against First Security 
Bank of Utah also has been dismissed. The borrower bad alleged 
racketeering. A federal court Judge Is scheduled to hear a motion 
asking sanctions against the borrower, said First Security at- 
torney Kent Murdock. 

Another suit in the wake of a First Security of Utah foreclosure 
also alleged racketering by the bank and sought $400 million In. 
damages. It also was dismissed by a federal court Judge. 

First Security Corp. Executive Vice President Phillip Hudson 
said the dismissals are noteworthy because the suits sought lorge 
damages and Impugned First Security's reputation with claims of 
fraud and other misconduct. He called the actions a.“blighl on our 
financial and legal systems."

A: To minimise the risks Involved with in- 
vestinglirprcciaasinetals; the Better Business 
Bureau recommends prospective investors heed ' 
the following warnings recently issued by the 
Council of Better Business Bureaus and tbe 
North America Securities Administration 
Association as part of their Investor Alert pro- 
'gram. ^ 

1. Don’t buy precious metals advertised at 
“below spot prices." Spot prices mean today’s 
prices fixed on major exchanges. - 

2. Be cautious of buying precious metals where 
the dealer pays a percentage of your Investment 
as some sort of “rebate" for (be right to hold 
your purchase. 

3. If you choose to have someone hold your 
-gold, check Into Ihelr reputation and integrity.. 

4. Make sure the dealer segregates funds. Find 
out if Investment funds are kept separate from 
operating funds of the company In some sort of 
trust arrangement. 

5. Do not send money In the mall to a dealer by 
certified check. 

6; Protecting oneself from counterfeit gold or 
sliver is another problem. As with all invest- 
ments, (he purchase of gold or silver Is as safe as 
the reputation of the seller; It Is wise to deal 
with established companies with good reputa- 
tions. 

7. Check the legitimacy of (he dealer. Ask for 
bank references and follow up with a call to the 
bank, local Better Business Bureau, or provincial

“Lou Badders was 30 years ahead 
of his time," said Frieda Caplan, 63, 
owner of a Los Angeles import-ex- 
port company dealing in exotic 
vegetables and fruits. “He was one 
of the pioneers in. growing herbs for 
the fresh food market In America 
and has been at it longer than 
anybody I know." 

every year Caplan said that In the last seven 
.years, a number of smaU farmers 
‘have- started growing herbs com- 
merclaliy with the movement 
toward more fresh vegetables and 
fruits on the dinner table. 

“People are looking for salt 
substitutes to add taste' to 
vegetables. Herbs are one of the 
. easiest ways of doing It. Chefs com- 
ing over from Europe, accustomed 
to having their own herb gardens 
back home, insist on using fresh 
herbs in preparing their specialty 
dishes.” 

' And with the premium prices paid 
In supermarkets for fresh herbs, 
farmers such as Badders have found 
a tiny niche of profit In an otherwise 
depressed market for farm products. 

Every day, Badders brings his 
fresh herbs by truck to the Los 
Angeles produce market and ships 
his fragrant treasures by air to 
other markets throughout the na- 
tion. 

“Good chefs and epicures can tell 
the difference Immediately between 
. fresh and dehydrated herbs when 
savoring specially seasoned dishes," 
says Badders, standing in a field of 
sage with rows of rosemary in the 
AnoeiMTim«»oho»i background.

Conservation group’s n^w study 
aids interest in family farm’s role 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A beel 
caucus on Capitol Hill Is being form- 
ed, and It’s not a forum . for 
lawmakers to air complaints. 

The National Cattlemen's 
Association says Sens. Malcolm 
Wallop, R-Wyo., and Max Baucus, 
B-Mont., are asking senators to Join 
“to ensure that cattlemen become 
more competitive both here and 
abroad.'” 

ih a letter to colleagues. Wallop 
and Baucus cited some of the trade 
practices faced by American cattle 
producers, including: a ban on ship- 


ments of U.S. beef to South Korea, 
excessive subsidies and barriers us-' 
ed by the European Cotfimunity, and 
Japan’s restrictions on expanded 
beef imports. 

Other factors affecting producers 
Include a reduced demand for beef 
among American consumers, high 
production costs and low market 
values, credit problems and the gov^ 
emment’s dairy termination pro- 
gram.

WASHINGTON - A new study by 
a conservaiion group, the American 
Farmland Trust, may add momen- 
lum-to a developing national inter- 
est iir small farms and their role In 
1980$ agriculture. 

The' private, non-profit group said 
In its current, newsletter to 
members that "a surprising 72 per- 
cent of the nation's 2.3 million 
farms" Inventoried In thc 1982 cen-- 
sus of agriculture had marketings of 
less than $40,000 a year. 

"Yet, because these small farms 
account for only 11 percent of the 
total value of annual U.S; food pro- 
duction, their special needs have 
Oden been neglected by agricultural 
policymakers," theAFTsaid. 

The study, financed by the Ford 
Foundation, was being made public 
as the Agriculture Department 
begins a new push to help small 
- farmers.-Two.weeks ago, USDA an- 
nounccd.thc establishment of .an Of- 
fice for Small-Scale Agriculture. 


According to AFT, the study 
showed that the key to understan- 
ding the role of small family farms 
lies not in how much they produce, 
but in what they consume and how 
much land they hold. 

“For Instance, In 1882, small farm- 
ers owned over half the nation’s 
tractors,” the AFT report said. 
"The value of all their farm equip- 
ment was four times as great, per 
dollar of agricultural sales, as that 
of larger producers.” 

— What-that-means.-lt said, Is-that- 
small farms appear to enable 
equipment manufacturers to lower 
prlcesforallfarmers. 

"The effect is similar to what you 
see in the auto Industry," said AFT 
study director Edward Thompson. 
“If GM or Ford only made a few.blg 
cars, they'd be very expensive.” 

Land ownership Is another area In 
which the importance of small farms 
stands out, the report said. Na- 
tionally, small farmers hold roughly 
a third of the farmland, about triple 
their share of-actual-food-produc-. 
lion. . 


“This has tremendous impllca- 
itions, not only for the availability of 
'agricultural resources and open 
ispace, but also for the property tax 
isystem,” Thompson said.- “if small 
:farms were swallowed up, or 
, developed, I think we'd see more of 
ithe local tax burden shifting toward 
'homeowners, because of a reduced 
'base due to fewer farmsteads and 
greater public service costs.” 

One cautionary note raised by the 
study showed that small fanners 
-"tend-to-use-fewer soil conservation- 
practices" than larger farmers, a 
factor the AFT said it plans td look

One report issued on Dec. 22 
showed November meal pro- 
duction declined 4 percent 
from a year ea;ller to 2.98 
billion pounds. Last month's 
output Included slightly less 
beet. 12 percent less veal, 10 
percent less pork, and 14 per- 
cent less lamb and mutton. 

Another report said that 
frozen inventories held in 
refrigerated warehouses as of 
Nov. 30 included 569.3 million 
pounds of red meat, 10 percent 
less than a year earlier. Beef 
inventories were down only l 
percent, buf pork In storage 
dropped 22 percent from Nov. 
30, 1985. 

Total frozen poultry in 
storage. however, was 
reported at 430.2 million 
pounds, up 14 percent from a 
year earlier. That included 
255.4 million pounds of turkeys, 
a 23 percent Increase. 


EPA revokes 
residue rules 
for new setup 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The En- 
vironmental Protection Agency has 
revoked its maximum permitted 
pesticide residue concentrations on 
food and feed for (our chemicals it 
banned years ago. 

The (our pesticides are aldrln, 
dleldrin, chtordane and DDT. 

The canceled residue levels, in- 
cluding levels (or some breakdown 
products of DDT, will be replaced 
- with so-called “action levels" to be 
set by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration . 

The FDA levels will be generally 
lower than the EPA levels, EPA 
said. 

The FDA sets "action levels" to 
deal with posticldcs on foods not 
normally treated with the chemical 
in question; EPA's residue levels are 
set for foods being treated. If action 
levels ore exceeded. FDA can order 
foods off (he market. ' 

The lower action levels should 
"dclcr illegal use of these canceled 
pesticides In this country and should 
reduce or eliminate the importation 
of foreign commodities which have 
been trcaled with canceled 

.^pesllcides,"EPA.said Friday^ 

-■‘These revocation rules also 
remove any advantage that foreign 
growers may have gained over U.S. 
growers through their continued use 
of pcstlcldics that can no longer be 
legally used here." 

•.When It banned the four 
pesticides, EPA did not disturb the 
permitted residue levels because the 
chemicals persist In the environ- 
ment (or long periods and could be 
expected to remain on raw and pro- 
cessed foods for a significant period, 
the agency said. 

“ All use’s of chlordane where banned 
In 1978, effective in 1981, except for 
control of termites underground. 
DDT was banned in 1972 and aldrin 
anddicldrin In 1975. 

Farms yield 
more catfish 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Catlish 
farmers arc producing . more than 
(hey did a year ago, and prices have 
been dropping, says an Agriculture 
Department report. 

In November, the USDA said, cat- 
lish production was up 14 percent 
. from the year-enrller level, totaling 
about 16.7 million pounds. The 
average price paid to producers for 
live fish was 61 cents per pound, 
down from 70 cents a year earlier. 

Another (actor in the November 
price decline was an increase in cat- 
fish imports during October, the 
report Indicated. Imports, mostly 
from Brazil, were reported at 800,000 
pounds, up from only 96,000 pounds In 
October 1985,

Inventories of breeding hogs os of 
Dec. 1 were pul at 6.61 million, down 
3 percent from a year ago and 5 per- 
cent below two years. ago. Officials 
said It was the smallest Dec. 1 count 
of breeding swine since those records 
were begun in 1963. 

The Inventory of market hogs, at 
44.3 milllOQ, was down 3 pvcuil 
from a year ago and 6 percent below 
two years ago. 

Looking toward the future, the 


report said hog producers intend to 
have 5.34 million sows give birth this 
winter and next spring, the first half 
of the 1987 marketing year, up 2 per- 
cent from the same six months of 
1986. 

In the 10 leading hog states, which, 
account for 78 percent the total 
inventory, producers cxmcI 1.87 
million (arrowlngs ' in the 
Deccmbdr-Fcbruary period, yp frac- 
tionally irom a year ago. In Mar- 
ch-May, intended farrowings were 
reported at 2.21 million, up 2 percent 
from last spring.' 


‘Deficiency’ payments sent out to farmers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
subsidies totaling almost 52.1 billion 
have been sent to county offices for 
distribution to' thousands of farmers 
as additional "deficiency’’ payments 
for participating in this year’s 
wheat, barley and oats programs, 
says an Agriculture Department 
spokesman. ' 

Ray Waggoner of the depart- 
ment's' Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service said the 
last of the payments were mailed to 
county offices last week by the 
agency’s management office In Kan- 


sas City, Mo. 

Half of the total was scheduled to 
be paid in cash and half In "generic 
certificates" that can be sold for 
cash or redeemed for surplus com- 
modities held by the department’s 
Commodity Credit Corp. 

When the payments were an- 
nounced by USDA on Dec. l, officials 
said . the checks and c(;rti(lcales 
would be sent out "as soon as possi- 
ble after Dec. 15.” . . ; 

The checks were sent to the coun- 
ties about Dec. 10 and were dated 
Dec. 12, Wagonner s%id, The certifi- 


cates were sent a week later and 
were dated Dec. 19, be said. 

According to the agency, the pay- 
ments involved crop operations on 
566,389 wheal farms, 86,499 barley 
(arms and 82,701 oat farms. 

Wheat farmers who enrolled in4he 
1986 program arc getting about $2 
billion; barley producers, 555 
million; and oat producers, 525 
million. 

The payments ore In addition to 
nearly 51.6 billion already paid, in- 
cluding about 51.4 billion (or wheat, 
5150 million (or barley and 515 
million foroats.
